Police Commissioner McAdoo took a leaf 
out of District Attorney Jerome's book 
yesterday afternoon when, at the very 
outset of an investigation he has sect on 
foot following the charges of inefficiency 
made against his department, he invoked 
the aid of the Dowling anti-gambling 
law. 

That the measure which has proved 
such a formidable weapon in the hands of 
District Attorney Jerome in his warfare 
on the gamblers served Commissioner 
McAdoo well, too, became apparent last 
evening. A poolroom keeper 
summoned to appear before the Commis- 
sioner, who remained cioseted with him 
for nearly two hours. At the close of the 
interview, Commissioner McAdoo an- 
nounced with a triumphant smile 
he was very pleased with his afternoon’s 
work, and that the poolroom keeper 
question had made a ‘“ complete 
ment” to him. 

That Commissioner McAdoo, when 
used the term “ complete statement,” did 
so advisedly was apparent to every one 
who heard him make the announcement. 
That the “statement” of the poolroom 
man included a recital of his relations 
with the precinct police which enabled 
him to carry on his business without un- 
due molestation was taken for granted.

TROUBLE BUBBLING. 


Commissioner McAdoo last night de- 
clined to discuss his plans. Rumors of 
troubles—shake-ups and worse—had been 
thick about Police Headquarters all day 
long. Mr. McAdoo, :t was learned yes- 
terday, for some time has had private de- 
tectives at work, with the result that a 
great deal of evidence, chiefly in relation 


to the failure of precinct commanders to 
close up poolrooms and combing houses 
in Manhattan, has been collected. 

This evidence will soon be used by the 
Commissioner at Police Headquarters 
trials against the men, who are said to 
number at least half a dozen, and it is 
not considered unlikely that some dis- 
missals might follow. One Inspector and 
a Captain are prominently mentioned in 
connection with the coming trials. 
McAdoo is said to have received good 
evidence that some of. the “aptains have 
flagrantly violated the faith which he 
had in them. :

MUNICIPAL LIGHTING. 
Chicago’s Experience Shows a Wide 
Variation in Cost. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the hearing which the Controller is 
conducting concerning the cost of gas and 
electric light in this city, it is ndticeable 
that scant courtesy is extended to any 
taxpayer who may appear. The Control- 
ler’s attitude is that this is a matter in 
which a taxpayer can have no legitimate 
interest. Perhaps he, living in another 
boreugh, is not aware that taxes upon 
Manhattan property have already reached 
the breaking point. 

If not the taxpayers, pray tell 
should be interested in a matter of such 
vital importance to the city? Who more 
than they need assurance that this in- 
| quiry shall be conducted fairly; that the 
results shall represent conditions, not 
theories; that they shall not be based 
upon the mere desire of blind advocates 
of municipal ownership? 

Take a single illustration of the treat- 
ment accorded those who appear: 

A prominent Manhattan physician, a 
| large holder of real estate, Dr. Taylor, en- 
| gage din his behalf the law firm of Hunt, 
| Hill & Betts to represent him at the last 
hearing. They appeared and asked wheth- 
er such representation would be permitted 
in the interest of their client; the Con- 
| troller’s personal counsel bulldozingly re- 
plied, ‘‘In other words, to appear in the 
general interest of the electric light com- 
panies in the city.’’ Any such connection, 
or interest, Dr. Taylor's counsel emphat-

|Grout Thinks Final Assessment Fig- 
ures Will Prevent It.

Mayor McClellan, Controller Grout, and 
President O'Donnell of the Tax Board, alf 
were inclined yesterday to the idea that

| plying the Borough of Richmond with 
water by the East Jersey Water Com- 
pany. 

More than a year ago the East Jersey 
Water Company appeared in the field as 
a competitor for the supplying of water 
to Staten Island, proposing to run pipes 
under the Kill von Kull and deliver the 
water to general pumping stations in 
Richmond, from which stations the bor- 
ough could arrange to distribute it to 
consumers. For the water itself, deliv- 
ered at pumping stations, the company 
wanted $84 per million gallons, and would 
exclude the city from purchasing water 
for Richmond Borough from any other 
source.

Dr. Leonard J. Gordon died at his home, 
114% Mercer Street, Jersey City, yesterday 
from heart disease, after an illness of-| 
three months. He was born in New York 
on April 16, 1844. In 1860 he became a 
student at the New York University. 
When the civil war broke out he enlisted 
in the Seventy-first New York Volun- 
teers, and later volunteered in the Sixth 
New Jersey, of which he became Adju- 
tant. For ten years he was engaged in 
business in New York, and for a time 
was private secretary to Daniel Drew. 
In 1872 he entered Bellevue Medical Col- 
lege, from which he was graduated three 
ears later. Dr. Gordon practiced medi- 
cine In Jersey City for two years, and 
was then appointed chemist of the Loril- 
lard Tobacco Company, which position he 
held until the business was absorbed by 


the American Tobacco Company in 1894. 
He was instrumental in establishing the 
Jersey City Free Public Library, of which

HE hitherto unpublished story by Benjamin Disraeli, Lord Beaconsfield, 


which will appear in the Sunday edition of THE NEW YORK TIMES, 

beginning Jan. 22, isa novel of satire and philosophy, the philosophy 
being a part of the satire. The nine chapters suffice to present to the reader a 
group of clearly drawn and sharply differentiated characters. 

As in all of Disraeli’s novels, the satire is directed against English titled and 
middle-class society. There is the Falconet family—of which the head isa great 
banker—very pious, dezply interested in tracts and Bible classes, very philan- 
thropic, dull and narrow. Claribel, Countess Bertram, is a great social leader 
and passes for a woman of much wit and learning, chiefly because, although her 
mind is quite empty and she rather silly and foolish, she is shrewd enough to 
make her friends and guests entertain the belief that she is singularly gifted. She 
has a son, an altogether heterodox young person, who resigns his seat in the 
House of Commons, because he is unable to agree with anybody about anything. 

There is an interesting East Indian gentleman, Kusinara, a Buddhist, who 
with Mr. H rtmann, a German disciple of Schopenhauer, and a mysterious, 
brilliant stranger whose name is not disclosed, conspire to establish in London 
society a propaganda of a mongrel pessimistic and Vedistic philosophy intended 
by them to subvert and destroy the Christian religion. Their plot to make the 
silly and credulous, but socially powerful Lady Bertram the leader of their cult 
vividly recalls the story of Mmz Blavatsky’s relation to the sudden flowering out 
of Theosophy in New York some years ago. .- 

Finally there.is Mr. Gladstone, Lord Beaconsfield's lifelong opponent, whom 
the reader will at once recogaiz2 in the character of Joseph Toplady Falconet. 
The portrait is drawn with an audacious likeneis to the original, and upon this 
personage the author with visible delight expends his sharpest satire. The piet- 
istic activities of Falconet’s early youth are delineated; his Oxiord career, his 
entry into politics, his election to the House of Commons, the fervor and zeal 
with which he devotes himself to public affairs, and notably his eloquence and 
wonderful flow of words, serve to make the development of the character follow a 
line immediately parallel to the early life of Mr. Gladstone. 

It was perhaps Disraeli’s real opinion of Gladstone that found expression in 
these disparaging sentences: ‘With all his abilities and achievements, Joseph 
Toplady Falconet was essentially a prig, and among prigs there is a freemasonry 
that never fails. All the prigs spoke of him as the coming man.” That is per- 
fectly characteristic of the distinguished and noble aut hor, and it is a good ex- 
ample of the quality which makes this unfinished story by him so highly readable, 
The characters are marshaled, the story is already well on its feet, the action has 
begun with a notably lively movement already sufficient to evoke the reader’s 
interest, when the end of the fragmentary tale is reached. 





I1 may be interesting to know that this posthumous novel by Disraeli has been 
purchased from his executors for a sum which equals the rate of One Dollar a Word, 
which is probably the highest rate on record for a work of fiction.
